The hoarse blast of the electric lit 


whistle shortly after four o'clock Mon 
day morning told the people of this 
city that a lire was in progress. In 
vestigation proved it to be in the Dixoi 
house, where smoke in liberal quanti- 
ties was issuing from all parts when 
the fire department arrived. 


The department from both sides of 
le river responded to the alarm and 
fter working an hour or more the fire 
•as got under control, and altho it 
vas necessary to continue pouring on 
vater owing to tne fire being between 
lie walls and iloors, there was no 
danger of it getting away from them 
at any time. 


Just how the fire originated is not 


mown. It was discovered by Herbert 
iellogf;, who stated that he went to 
he hotel at four o'clock to start a. fire 
n the furnace, whcn>he discovered the 
basement so filled with smoke that he 
was unable to'get in. He loudly called 
to notify the inmates of the hotel of 
their danger and turned in an alarm 


which quickly 


ng sight. The scene was viewed by 
mndreds of 
people who were unan- 


uious in deploring the disaster. 


Mr. Dixou figures his loss on the 


building and contents as being J^>ou* 
510,000. with an insurance of ?/,000. 
The figures on the loss are of course 
only a rough estimate, but there is no 
doubt that it will run up to this figure, 
as there was hardly a room in the 
house that escaped damage either 
from fire, water or smoke. 


Altho Mr. Dixon has not formulated 


any plans in the matter, it is the in- 
tention to begin the work of fixing up 
the building at once and us soon as 
possible get it ready for occupancy 
again. This of course will take some 
time and it cannot be said at this time 
when the work will be completed 


One change that is intended is to 


tear down the east part of the struc- 
ture which is only brick vcneereil, and 
replace it with a section of solid brick 
three stories high.

Upon being interviewed soon after 


the lire, Charles Oixon, manager of 
the hotel, stated that he couJd not im- 
agine how the fire originated, as there 
had been little fire in the furnace on 
Sunday and that there had been no 
one up in the house during- the morn- 
ing previous to the entry of the night 
watchman. The first he knew was 
when he heard the alarm of the night 
watchman at which time the halls 
were filled with smoke. 


The number of guests in the hotel 


was small, probably being- not more 
than a dozen all told. Some of these 
had more or less thrilling experiences 
in making- their escape from the build- 
ing-, some jumping fiom tne windo-.vs, 
while others made their way to the 
tire escape and got out in this way. 


Architect A. 1). Chandler was sleep- 


ing-in the third story when the alarm 
was given, and he stated that he made 
his way from his room to the head of 
the stairs, but was driven back by 
the heat and smoke. 
When he got to 


his room again he was almost over- 
come by the smoke, but managed to 
reach the window. He remained at j 
open window until it became too warm 
for him, when he decided that he had 
to take the only method that appeared 
open to escape. 
He did so by hang- 


ing from his window and dropping1 to 
the sill of the window underneath 
and then to the ground, where he 
landed without injury. 


Jos. L. Whitney jumped from 
a 


second story window to the ground 
aud 
sustained 
a 
severe 
shaking 


up and 
had one rib broken 
al- 


though 
it 
is thought that his in- 


juries will not prove permanent. He 
being quite 
a heavy man and well 


alonir in years, the shock is necessarily 
more severe to him than it would 
otherwise have been. His fall was 
broken somewhat by his striking in a 
blanket held by two men, but owing 
to his unusual weight they were un- 
able to save him from injury. 


P. H. Davis was one of the inmates 


of the hotel and was sleeping oij the 
ground floor, but in making- his escape 
from the building he sprained his foot 
so severely that he lias since been un- 
able to move about, and has been con- 
fined to his bed most of .the time, suf 
feriug considerable pain. As uo bone? 
were broken it is not thought that Us 
will suffer any permanent iuconven 
ience. 


George N. Wood was another in 


mate o£ the hotel, his room being 
situated on the second floor. It seem 
that of all the guests at' the hotel, Mr 
Wood took the most philosophical vie- 
of the matter, aud got out with tlf 
least trouble and saved the greate 
part of his'effects. 
He was awakene< 


by the cry of lire aud got up an 
went to the door to see if it were 
possible to get out that -way. The 
smoke drove him back and he went 
into his room and closed the door and 
transom as tightly as possible. He 
then dressed himself, after which he 
dropped his stuff out of the window, 
as well as the bedding and mattresses, 
etc. 
After doing this he had quite a 


bundle of stuff under his window, onto 
which he dropped without trouble or 
iujury. Mr. Wood stated that others 
might have done the same had they 
made the effort, as the rooms occupiec 
by the guests were not iujuried any to 
speak of from fire where the door was 
kept shut. 


Mr. Ttutle, who acts as clerk at tht, 


hotel, stated next morning that hat 
he beeu awakened immediately upoi 
the discovery of the fire it was hi 
opinion that he could have cot to the 
guests and notified them in time so 
that all could have made their exit 
down the fire escape. This, however, 
is doubted by the guests, as they all 
state that whan they were awakened 
the fire had made such progress that 
it would have been impossible to live 
iu the hallways more than a minute, 
the smoke being so thick and the heat 
so intense that it was impossible to 
face it. 


From the outside the hotel does not 


appear to have suffered a great deal 
from the fire, but a visit to the in- 
terior just after the fire company got 
thru with their work revealed a state 
of affairs that was anything but invit- 
ing. Fire and smoke had disfigured 
most of the 
interior 
furnishings, 


while the water stood several in- 
ches deep on all the floors. Carpets 
paper and broken plaster well mixei 
with water and tramped in by the 
feet of workmen made a most distress

Would Secure From COUKXCM »«» j 
Ample Suiu For ThU Work. 


The BrownSow good roads bill which 


was introduced at the present session 
of congress has attracted attention 
throughout the country aud is of in- 
terest to all communities. It is a step 
In the rigbt direction, as it has recently 
been estimated that our iwr highways 
are costing us $050.000,000 yearly in re- 
pairs. The lirownlow measure provides 
for the organization of a new bureau 
iu the department of agriculture to be 
known as the bureau of public roads 
and also for a system of national, state 
and local co-operation in the perma- 
nent improvement 01 highways. The 
object of the proposed bureau is to in- 
struct, assist and co-operate iu Un- 
building and improvement of the pub- 
lic roads at the discretion of its direc- 
tor and under the supervision of his 
assistants. One-half of the expense of 
the work is to be paid from the nation- 
al treasury nnd the balance by the 
state or political subdivision thereof, 
the apportionment being according to 
population. To carry out the proposed 
measure an appropriation of ?20,000,- 
000 is asked for. 


The fact that the United States gov- 


ernment has taken no substantial part 
hi building or maintaining public high- 
ways In this country for the last two 
generations is accepted by many peo- 
ple as final proof that the general gov- 
ernment is forbidden, either by consti- 
tutional limitations or by sound public 
policy, from engaging in any such In- 
ternal 
Improvement. On the other 


hand. It should be noted thnt no system 
of public highways was ever built up 
or maintained In any country without 
the substantial aid of the general gov 
eminent of that country. The alinosi 
universal lack of Improvement In re 
gard to our public road system is di 
rectly referable to the fact that then 
has been no well established system 
or policy pertaining to the question.

public duty which rests upon tbe gov- 
ernment Iu some form, it seems likely 
thnt the farmers are entitled to some 
assistance in bearing the 
necessary 


burden of cost to improve the public 
highways nnd that ttie United States 
government, should step forward with 
some definite policy aud assume some 
share of the burden mid responsibility 
which Is necessary to produce n cred- 
itable system of public highways and 
which has, as stated above, never been 
effected in any country at any time 
•without the substantial aid and en- 
couragement of the general govern- 
ment o£ the country.

It was not considered good public pol- 
icy until very recently to undertake to 
deliver the United States mail to the 
people living in the rural districts, but 
it has been found upon trial lo be very 
useful, very economical and very bene- 
ficial to those living in the rural dis- 
tricts, nnd yet for forty or fifty years 
the people iu cities have been favored 
by having their mail delivered nt their 
doors, while people living in the rural

The hoarse blast of the electric light 


whistle shortly after four o'clock Mon- 
day morning- told the people of this 
city that a fire was in progress. In- 
vestigation proved it to be in the Dixon 
house, where smoke in liberal quanti- 
ties was issuing- from all parts when 
the fire department arrived. 


The department from both sides of 


the river responded to the alarm and 
after working- an hour or more the fire 
was got under control, and altho it 
was necessary to continue pouring on 
water owing to tne fire being- between 
the walls and floors, there was no 
danger of it getting away from them 
at any time. 


Just how the fire originated is not 


known. It was discovered by Herbert 
Kellogg, who stated that he went to 
the hotel at four o'clock to start a fire 
in the furnace, when'he discovered the 
basement so filled with smoke that he 
was unable to'get In. He loudly called 
to notifv the inmates of the hotel of 
their danger and turned in an alarm 
for the department, which quickly 
responded. 


Upon being interviewed soon after 


the fire, Charles Dixon, manager of 
the hotel, stated that he could not im- 
agine how the fire originated, as there 
had been little fire in the furnace on 
Sunday and that there had been no 
one up in the house during the morn- 
ing previous to the entry of the night 
watchman. The first he knew was 
when he heard the alarm of the night 
watchman at which time the halls 
were filled with smoke. 


The number of guests in the hotel 


was small,, probably being- not more 
than a dozen all told. Some of these 
had more or less thrilling experiences 
in making their escape from the build- 
ing, some jumping fioin tne windows, 
while others made their way to the 
fire escape and got out in this way. 


Architect A. D. Chandler was sleep- 


ing in the third story when the alarm 
was given, and he stated that he made 
his way from, his room to the head of 
the stairs, but xvas driven back by 
the heat and smoke. When he got to 
his room again he was almost over- 
come by the smoke, but managed to 
reach the window. He remained at 
open window until it became too warm 
for him, when he decided that he had 
to take the only method that appeared 
open to escape. 
He did so by hang- 


ing from his w'ndow and dropping to 
the sill of 
the window underneath 


and then to the ground, where he 
landed without injury. 


Jos. L. Whitney jumped from 
a 


second story window to the ground 
and 
sustained 
a 
severe 
shaking 


up and 
had one rib broken al- 


though 
it 
is thought that his in- 


juries will not prove permanent. He 
being quite a heavy man and well 
a.loutr in years, the shock is necessarily 
more severe to him than it would 
otherwise have been. His fall was 
broken somewhat by his striking in a 
blanket held by two men, but owing 
to his unusual weight they were un- 
abie to save him from injury. 


P. H. Davis was one of the inmates 


of the hotel and was sleeping- 01^ the 
ground floor, but in making his escape 
from the building he sprained his foot 
so severely that he has since been un- 
able to move about, and has been con- 
fined to his bed most of the time, suf- 
fering considerable pain. As no bones 
were broken it is not thought that he 
will suffer any permanent inconven- 
ience. 


George N. Wood was another in- 


mate of the hotel, his room being 
situated on the second floor. It seems 
that of all the guests at the hotel, Mr. 
Wood took the most philosophical view 
of the matter, and got out with the 
least trouble and saved the greater 
part of his effects. 
He was awakened 


by the cry of fire and got up and 
went to the door to see if it were 
possible to get out that way. 
The 


smoke drove him back and he went 
into his room and closed the door and 
transom as tightly as possible- He 
then dressed himself, after which he 
dropped his stuff out of the window, 
as well as the bedding and mattresses, 
etc. 
After doing this he had quite a 


bundle of stuff under his window, onto 
which he dropped without trouble or 
injury. 
Mr. Wood stated that others 


might have done the same had they 
made the effort, as the rooms occupied 
by the guests were not injuried any to 
speak of from fire where the door was 
kept shut. 


Mr. Tuttle, who acts as clerk at the 


hotel, stated next morning that had 
he been awakened immediately upon 
the discovery of the fire it was his 
opinion that he could have got to the 
guests and notified them in t:me so 
that all could have made their exit 
down the fire escape. 
This, however 


is doubted by the guests, as they al 
state that whgn they were awakened 
the fire had made such progress that 
it would have been impossible to live 
in the hallways more than a minute, 
the srnoKe being so thick and the heat 
so intense that it was impossible to 
face it. 


From the outside the hotel does not 


appear to have suffered a great derJ 
from the fire, but a visit to the in- 
terior just after the fire company got 
thru with their work revealed a state 
of affairs that was anything but invit- 
ing. Fire and smoke had disfigured 
most of the 
interior 
furnishings, 


while the 
water stood several in- 


ches deep on all the floors. Carpets, 
paper and broken plaster well mixed 
with water and tramped in by the 
feet of workmen made a most distress- 


ing sight. The scene was viewed by 
hundreds of 
people who were unan- 


imous in deploring the disaster. 


Mr. Dixon figures his loss on the 


building and contents as being ^about 
510,000, with an insurance of 5>/,000. 
The figures on the loss are of course 
only a rough estimate, but there is no 
doubt that it will run up to this figure, 
as there was hardly a room in th e 
house that escaped damage either 
from fire, water or smoke. 


Altho Mr. Dixon has not formulated 


any plans in the matter, it is the in- 
tention to begin the work of fixing up 
the building at once and as soon as 
possible get it ready for occupancy 
again. This of course will take some 
time and it cannot be said at this time 
when the work will be completed. 


One change that is intended is to 


tear down the east part of the struc- 
ture which is only brick veneered, and 
replace it with a section of solid brick, 
three stories high. It is also the in- 
tention to refurnish 
the hotel in a 


manner that will make it a modern 
and up-to-date hostelry in every re- 
spect.

fibrous asbestos Friday afternoon at a 
depth of about 15 feet.

positive all the time that this grade of 
ore would be encounted at some little 
depth, this find convinces the lay mind 
that the mine is realy a valuable one. 
The shaft, which is seven feet square, 
was, not advantageously located and

day evening, Mayor Wheelan in the 
chair and a 
quorum of councilmen 


present. 


The street commitee finished up its 


business and reported on a number of 
petitions that had been referred to it. 
These were mostly for the extension 
of sewer pipes and water mains in 
different parts 6f the city, 
most of 


which were reported upon favorably 
and the reports were approved by the 
council. 


The matter of putting in "reducers" 


at the different places where waver is 
used in the city., to avoid waste from 
the excessive pressure was discussed 
by the council. The discussion arose 
on account of a report made by Mr. 
Cooper in -which that gentleman ad- 
vised the use of reducers at various 
places. These reducers are an arrang- 
ment by which the pressure of water in 
a building can be regulated at any de- 
sired figure regardless of what it is on 
the water main. Some of the alder- 
men thought it would not be the pro- 
per thing to compell a man to put in a 
contrivance of this sort if he did not 
want to, while others thought it would 
be alright. Some considered that it 
would be better to put in a meter at 
every house and compel every person 
to pay for what they used. As no 
agreement could be arrived at in so 
short a time the matter wrs laid over 
until the next meeting. 


After the.transaction of some other 


routine business the council adjourned 
and at the expiration of about five 
minutes the new council was called to 
order. As all the aldermen remained 
the same as last year there was no 
changes in the members. After the 
election of George M. Hill to succeed 
himself as presisdent of the council 
the Mayor announced his appoint- 
ments as follows:

English explorers and scientists have 


brought back a series of remarkable 
specimens of Maori tattooing from the 
Interior of New Zealand. The most as- 
tonishing designs were found on the 
faces of the women. 


The faces and bodies of the women 


are so covered with these blue marks 
that they look as if they had on a tight 
fitting chintz dress. 


The instrument employed in tattooing 


to obtain the deep furrows is usually 
made of bone, having a sharp edge like 
a chisel and shaped in the fashion of a 
garden hoe. Another style is made of a 
bark's tooth. 
The tattooing of the women is com- 


menced when about the age of fifteen 
or eighteen and continues until they 
reach middle age. Most of the masters 
of the art are professionals, who go 
"roni village to village and are highly 
paid for their services. The pattern 
about to be engraved is first outlined 
on the face with a small stick dipped in 
powdered charcoal, after which the 
skin is gashed, and the coloring or pig- 
ment is introduced into the cut flesh 
with a stick dipped into the liquid. 


The coloring material used is gener- 


ally the resin of a certain tree, which 
is burned, powdered and converted into 
a. fluid. 


Tbe Flr»t Measure o£ Time. 


It was the moon and not the sun 


which first suggested to mankind the 
circle of the year as a measure of 
time. The sun exhibits no changes of 
appearance, and his light obliterates 
all the landmarks of the sky. A lu- 
minary which is the same yesterday, 
today and tomorrow might give rise to 
conceptions of perfection and eternity, 
but beyond the alterations of day and 
night it could suggest to men's minds 
no abstract measure of time. But with 
our humble satellite it is far otherwise. 
The regularly recurring phenomena of 
new moon and full moon are too 
marked to escape the attention of the 
most obtuse and unreflecting of sav- 
ages. 


The motion of the sun may be com- 


pared to that of the minute hand of a 
clock, sweeping on hour after hour with- 
out leaving much record of its compar- 
atively vast journey. The progress of 
the moon, on the contrary, may be lik- 
ened to that of the hour hand, which 
registers the movements of" its com- 
panion and resolves them into twelve 
well defined periods. 


FOE GOOD HIGHWAYS 


THE BROWNLOW BILL FOR IMPROV- 


ING OUR ROADS. 


Meaftttre Intended to Provide For 


Rational Aid In. UoadbtUldinar—It 
Would Secure Fi-oux Co*»«rre»» an 
Ample Sum Fo*- This Worlc. 
The Brownlow good roads bill which 


was introduced at the present session 
of congress has attracted attention 
throughout the country and is of in- 
terest to all communities. It is a step 
in the right direction, as it has recently 
been estimated that our poor highways 
are costing us $030,000,000 yearly in re- 
pairs. The Brownlow measure provides 
for the organization of a new bureau 
in the department of agriculture to be 
known as the bureau of public roads 
and also for a system of national, state 
and local co-operation in the perma- 
nent improvement ot highways. The 
object of the proposed bureau is to in- 
struct, assist and co-operate in the 
building and improvement of the pub- 
lic roads at the discretion of its direc- 
tor and under the supervision of his 
assistants. One-half of the expense of j 
the work is to be paid from the nation- 
al treasury and the balance by the 
state or political subdivision thereof, 
the apportionment being according to 
population. To carry out the proposed 
measure an appropriation of $20,000,- 
000 is asked for. 


The fact that the United States gov- 


ernment has taken no substantial part 
in building or maintaining public high- 
ways in this country for the last two 
generations is accepted by many peo- 
ple as final proof that the general gov- 
ernment is forbidden, either by consti- 
tutional limitations or by sound public 
policy, from engaging in any such in- 
ternal Improvement 
On the other 


hand, it should be noted that no system 
of public highways was ever built up 
or maintained in any country without 
the substantial aid of the general gov- 
ernment of that country. The almost 
universal lack of improvement in re- 
gard to our public road system is di- 
rectly referable to the fact that there 
has been no well established system 
or policy pertaining to the question. 
Those who have done most to agitate 
for 
permanent 
improvements 
have 


found that the farmers of the country 
have almost invariably been opposed 
to any general plan heretofore suggest- 
ed for the building up of permanent 
and durable roads, although it is gen-

The Brownlow bill seeks to establish 


such a policy to be followed by the 
United States. It is a policy of co-opor- i 
ation and seeks to bring in the general ! 
government as a co-operating factor to j 
work in connection -with any state or | 
political subdivision thereof, so that 
the United States should furnish one 
half the cost of improvement and the 
state or political subdivision thereof co- 
operating should lurinsli the other half. 


The constitution of the United Statos 


puts no such limitation upon the gov- 
ernment as to prevent the co-operation 
provided for in tins bill, and so lar as 
public policy is concerned that remains 
to be settled by the consensus of opin- 
ion of the people of the United Statos. 
It was not tousidored good public pol- 
icy until very recentl.v to undertake to 
deliver the United Statos mail to the 
people liviuc in the rural dKtru ts, but 
it has boon found upon trial to be very 
useful, very economic::! and vory bene- 
ficial to those living in the rural dis- 
tricts, and yet for forty or lifty years 
the people in cities have boon favored 
by having their mail delivered at their 
doors, while people living in the rural 
districts 
have 
\>een 
discriminated 


against because we had not discovered 
until lately that it is good policy to do- 
liver mall alike to people in the coun- 
try and in the city. One is almost as 
easily obtainable as the other. There la 
no reason why the mail could not havo 
been delivered to the people living in 
the rural districts forty years ago as 
well as nt the present time. As a mat- 
ter of fact the roads were as good then, 
for the most part, as they are now and 
the population in very many of the old- 
er states was less sparse in the rural 
districts at that time.

Comparatively few persons liave any 


adequate conception of what a great 
educational force—intellectual, moral, 
religious and material—the Cbautau- 
qua assemblies have come to be. There 
are nearly 400 of them. A Chautauqua 
assembly ia a sort of literary, scientific, 
xiratorical and musical camp meeting, 
a college or university in a tent or 
tabernacle. They are carrying the best 
thought of this generation to the re- 
motest nooks and corners of the repub- 
lic. 
All sorts of public speakers appear 


on their platforms—grave ecclesiastics, 
profound 
university 
dons, solemn 


statesmen, famous soldiers, distin- 
guished editors, celebrated authors, 
poets and travelers and specialists in 
every branch of learning. 


Most assuredly the Chautauquas give 
a variety of mental pabulum. Some- 
times a redhot debate is added as a 
novel feature and a drawing card. 


Lecturers fall into two natural divi- 


sions— professionals 
and 
amateurs. 


With the former it is their sole voca- 
tion. General Gordon, Colonel George 
W. Bain, Governor Bob Taylor, George 
R. Wendling and a few others do noth- 
ing else from year's end to year's end. 
The amateurs lecture sporadically, as 
the doctors would say, each having 
some other regular profession or call- 
ing. 
"Marse" Henry Watterson edits 


a great newspaper, the Rev. Sam 
Jones and Dr. MacArtuur preach, and 
so on to the end of the chapter. Some 
men stay on tae platform a lifetime, 
making towering reputations and piles 
of money. For instance, Wendell Phil- 
lips and Colonel Bob Ingersoll were 
rated among America's great orators. 
It is said that Phillips raked in $150,000 
on bis lecture on "The Lost Arts." Oth- 
ers lecture a short time while in the 
public eye. For instance, while Henry 
M. Stanley wore a sort of halo by rea- 
son of his African explorations he re- 
ceived as high as $1,000 per night— 
rather comfortable wapes. For the last 


years William J. Bryan has per- 


haps made more money than any other 
lecturer. lie had a very amusing and 
profitable experience In 1S97. The 
Chautauqua assembly at Carthage, Mo., 
•waj^t^d him for one lecture. Like Bar- 
kis, he was •"williu1," but demanded 
$300 for his services. The Cbautau- 
qua, thinking that too much, declined, 
but offered him half the gate receipts. 
He accepted their proposition arid had 
for Ills share something over $2.300, a 
pretty fair day's work. 
Oratory Not a Lost Art.

Likewise if a great temperance 
wave had not swept over the blue 
grass region of Kentucky about a quar- 
ter of a century ago Colonel Bain 
might and probably would have gone 
on to his dyiog day uneonsciotis of the 
fact that he belongs to the tribe of 
silver tongued orators. 


Colonel William C. P. Breckinridge, 


himself a renowned practitioner of tbe 
art of Demosthenes and Cicero, once : 
told me in the house of representatives j 
at Washington how Bain got to lec- 
turing. "George W. Bain was a brave 
young Confederate soldier," said tbe 
colonel. "When the war closed, he set- 
tled at Lexington and was engaged in 
the mercantile business. 
A temper- 


ance agitation was started. One night 
Bain was called on for some remarks 
and did so well that he surprised him- 
self and all who heard him.

ARKANSAS FOR GOOD ROADS 


Worlc o< tl»c Ilrc*mt C«nv*»tl«n H«ML

Tbe state (or>d roads convention re- 


cently h«ld a* Little Rock, Ark.. w«« 
one of the mowt Important ever held in 
this country to consider any industrial 
question, «ay» Martin Dodjfe, dir*ctor 
of public road inquiries. The great 
question* under dlncusaktn were state 
aid and national aid to roadbulldtnj. 
There was almost a unanimous opinion 
In favor of both propositions, and on 
the second day a resolution was passed 
by a unanimous rising vote of the con- 
vention instructing the legislature to • 
pass a law at once levying a tax of ' 
2 mills on every dollar of taxable I 
property in the state to raise a fund 
to be used by the state to aid Its dif- 
ferent subdivisions in building roads. 
The opinion also prevailed that the 
United States government should be- 
come one of the co-operating forces in 
this great work and should pay some 
share of the cost required to Improve 
certain leading highways up to a high 
standard of excellence. 


In this connection the Brownlow bill, 


now pending in congress, which pro- 
vides for a system of co-operation be- 
tween the United States and the dif- 
ferent states or subdivisions thereof 
in roadbuilding, was under considera- 
tion. It was considered good policy by 
the participants in the discussion that 
the United States should be called 
upon to contribute a share in this nec- 
essary improvement of high-ways. This 
Idea was indorsed in a resolution 
passed by the convention. Attention 
was called to the fact that the govern- 
ment has already appropriated $1,000,- 
000 for such a purpose to Porto Rico 
and another million to the Philippines, 
and the secretary of -war has lately 
recommended to congress, with the ap- 
proval of the president, that $3,000,000 
should be immediately appropriated for 
the use of the Philippine government 
to be mainly expended in building 
highways and other public improve- 
ments on the islands. 


TO DISCUSS GOOD ROADS. 


Jfatlonal and International Conven- 


tion to Be Held. 


The National Good. Roads association 


has issued invitations for the national 
and international good roads conven- 
tion to be held in St Louis April 27 to 
Slay 2. to promote interest in scientific 
road construction, says the St. Louis 
Republic. *v7. H, Moore, president of 
the Good Roads association, recently 
made the following statement as to the 
objects of the convention: 


"The convention has for its purpose 


the broadening of interest in the good 
roads question and the initiative for a 
greater 
demonstration 
during 
the 


world's fair in 1904. 


"The question of road improvement 


is receiving more attention than ever 
before. This country is behind all oth- 
ers in the civilized world in road con- 
struction. More than 90 per cent of its 
area is destitute of improved roads, 
burdened with primitive methods of 
roadmaking and made almost impassa- 
ble from mud in winter and insuffera- 
ble from dust in summer. 


"Persistent agitation of the good 


roads question must be kept up until 
public sentiment shall demand the im 
provement of highways that in their 
present condition are barriers to social 
and commercial progress. 


"The chief subject demanding public 


attention is industrial improvements, 
the most important of which is the 
betterment of thfe common roads. The 
convention will hear discussions upon 
scientific methods of common road con- 
struction, including plans for providing 
for their co^t and maintenance, togeth- 
er with recommendations for practical 
public road legislation. The nations of 
the world are commercially and social- 
ly interested in this important ques- 
tion. They will be represented in the 
convention." 


Good Roads Verwus Good Schools. 
One of the most beneficial results of 


road improvement is the facility it 
gives to consolidate country schools 
and thus concentrate our children into 
central buildings, so making graded 
schools possible in our country dis- 
tricts. 
Where improved roads exist 


the children by means of bicycles eas- 
ily go long distances to contra! schools. 
Thus graded roads make possible grad- 
ed schools, the improved roads work- 
ing iu harmony with the scute educa- 
tion law, giving the children of the 
rural districts the same advantages as 
those residing iu cities. 
In one yenr 


forty-four Connecticut towns by means 
of improved roads were enabled to give 
free transportation to a large number 
of their pupils, says tiie Xew York 
Tribune. 
Eighty-four small schools 


were closed, and S4;> children rode to 
the central schools. The cost of trans- 
portation was jibout S 12.000, bnt a 
gross amount of some .>'20,000 
was 


saved, leaving a net saving of some 
$S,000. This saving was only a small 
part of the benefit derived, for it re- 
suited in a better attendance and bet- 
ter schools. 
This clo>e co-ordination 


between improved roads and education 
cannot be too strongly impressed upon 
the public attention. 


Tlondlmllcllnp: In California. 


The experience in California 
has 


shown that even the longer term con- 
victs can be employed to great advan- 
tage by the state iu quarrying and 
cmshing stone at one or more central 
points for use in permanent rondhuild- 
itig. Stone is being extensively crushed 
in this way in California at less than 
half what it costs to d» this work with 
hired labor In ofl>er sttuos. The quar- 
ries used for this purpose are surround- 
ed by n strong stockade, which also in- 
closes the convict quarters, and the es- 
cape of prisoners under such conditions 
Is not greater than that from the state 


1 prisons.
